Congress has established 
tan. 31. 1965 as the cut-off 
date for the Korean Gl Bill, 
according to I-orrn Heft, vet­ 
erans service officer at the In- 
glewood and Torrance branches 
of the l.os Angeles County 
Office.

He advised veterans to ar­ 
range their programs to meet 
the deadline and that the law 
gives no authority to the VA 
to extend the GI Bill benefits 
beyond that time.

Veterans eligible for the Ko­ 
rean Gt Bill benefits are those 
who served on active duty at 
any time between Jan. 27. 1950 
and Jan. 31. 1955. Require­ 
ments stipulate that a veteran 
must have served at least 90 
lays and must begin his study 
program within three years of 

jhis date of discharge or sep- 
i aration.
